A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 27-29 and 31-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Woods ('062). 

Woods discloses a backing piece generally indicated at (12), a protective cover generally 
indicated at (14), a plurality of paint bottles located in the backing piece, a reservoir for storing 
the paint bottles located in the backing piece, a painting tool in the form of a paintbrush and a 
plastic cover (12k) positioned over the protective cover. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Woods ( 4 062). 

Woods differs from the claims in that it does not explicitly disclose the paintbrush as 
being a polybrush. However, utilizing a polybrush in the kit of Woods would have been obvious 
to one or ordinary skill in the art as a choice of materials. 

Claims 18-26 are allowed. 

This is a continuation of applicant's earlier Application No. 09/216,638. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally 
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rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
earlier application. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first 
action in this case.
